Residents receive Whe 
ter and sewer services from the 
city,

"Though the subdiviston 
was in Cucamonga County Wie 
ter District, the subdivider 
asked annexation to Upland, 
saying he could not furnish wae 
ter and sewer to residents if 
Loma Sola depended upon the 
district," Gareia explained, 
“Loma Sola residents are ree 
celving no services from the 
distriat.! 


When the area was annexed 
to Upland it was uninhabited, 
James R, Edwards, attorney 
for the Districtexplained, '*The 
services Loma Sola residents 
recelye from Upland are now 
avallable to them in the dis- 
trict.

ORDINANCE NO, 789 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF UPLAND ADDING PART 7 
TO CHAPTER 5 of ARTICLE 
VI OF THE UPLAND MUNIC. 
IPAL CODE ESTABLISHING 
THE FRANCHISING, OPERA} 
TION AND REGULATION OF 
COMMUNITY ANTENNA TEL- 
EVISION SYSTEMS 

The City Council of the City 
of Upland does hereby ordainas 
follows: 

N Part 7 of Chapter 
§ of Article VI of the Upland 
Municipal Code is hereby add. 
ed to read as follows: 
Part 7. COMMUNITY ANe 
TENNA SYSTEMS 

6570 DEFINITIONS, For the 
purpose of this chapter, the fole 
lowing terms, phrases, words 
and their deriviations shall have 
the meaning given herein, When 
not inconsistent with the cone 
text, words used in the present 
tense include the future; words 
in the plural number include 
the singular number; and words 
in the singular number include 
the plural number. The word 
‘shall’ is always mandatory and 
not merely directory, 

(a) CITY. The term ‘City’ 
shall mean the City of Upland 
in its present incorporated form 
or in any later recognized, cone 
solidated, enlarged or reincor- 
porated form, 

(>) COUNCIL, The term 
‘Council’ shall mean the prese 
ent governing body of the City, 
or any future foard constituting 
the legislative body of the City. 

(c) PERSON, The term ‘pere 
son’ shall mean any individual, 
firm, partnership, association, 
corporation, company or organe 
ization of any kind, 

(d) GRANTEE, The term 
‘grantee’ shall mean the pere 
son, firm or corporation té 
whom or to which a franchise 
under this chapter is granted 
by the Council, and the lawe 
ful successor or assignee of 
said person, firm or cogporae 
tion. 

(e) COMMUNITY ANTENNA 
TELEVISION, The term ‘Come 
munity Antenna Television Sys- 
tem; or ‘CATV’ system shall 
mean a system of antennae, cO- 
axial cables, wave guides, 
poles, wires, underground cone 
duits, manholes and other cone 
ductors, equipment or facilis 
ties designed, constructed or 
used for the purpose of proe 
viding television, radio or other 
service by cable or through its 
facilities as herein contemplae 
ted. CATV shall not mean or 
include the transmission of any 
special program or event for 
which a separate and distinct 
charge is made to the sube 
scriber in the manner commone 
ly known and referred to as pay 
television. 

(f) SUBSCRIBERS, The term 
‘subscribers’ shall mean any 
person or entity receiving for 
any purpose the CATV serve 
ice of the grantee herein, 

(g) GROSS ANNUAL REe 
CEIPTS, The term ‘gross ane 
nual receipts, shall m2an any 
and all comomensation in the 
form of gross rental and/or 
service receipts, including ine 
itial installation charges, ree 
ceived directly or indirectly 
from subscribers or users in 
payment for CATV services ree 
ceived within the City. 

Gross annual receipts shall 
not include any taxes on serve 
ices furnished by the grantee 
imposed directly on any sube 
scriber or used by any city, 
state or other governmental 
unit and collected by the gran- 
tee for such governmental unit. 

(h) FRANCHISE AREA. The 
term ‘franchise area’ shall 
mean the territory within the 
City throughout which grantee 
shall be authorized to cone 
struct, maintain and operate its 
system and shall include any ene 
largements thereof and addie 
tions thereto,’’ 

RANCHISE TO OPe 
ERATE, A franchise to cone 
struct, operate and maintain a 
community antenna television 
system within all or any pore 
tion of the incorporated area 
of the City of Upland may be 
granted by the Council to any 
person, firm or corporation, 
whether operating under an 
existing franchise or not, offere 
ing to furnish and provide such 
system pursuant to the terms 
and provisions of this chapter, 
Such a franchise shall not be 
exclusive, and the City reserves 
the right to granta similar frane 
chise to any person atany time, 
No provision of this chapter 
may be construed as to require 
the granting of a franchise when 
in the opinion of the Council 
it is in the public interest 
to restrict the number of grane 
tees to one or more or to ree 
frain from granting any frane 
chise at that time. 

6570.2 USES PERMITTED, 
Any franchise granted pursuant 
to the provisions of this chapter 
shall authorize and permit the 
grantee to engage in the busie 
ness of operating and providing 
a CATV system in the City of 
Upland and for that purpose to 
erect, install, construct, opere 
ate, erepair. replace, recone 
struct, maintain and retain in, 
on, over, under, upon, across 
and along any public highway, 
street, alley, public way or pube 
lic place, such poles, wires, 
cable, conductors, ducts, cone 
duits, vaults, manholes, ampli- 
fiers, appliances, attachments 
and other property as may be 
necessary and appurtenant to 
the CATV system; and, in ade 
dition, so to use, operate and 
provide similar facilities on 
properties rented or leased 
from other persons, firms or 
corporations including, but not 
limited to, a public utility or 
other grantee franchised or 


permitted to do business in the 
City of Upland. 

The grantee shall have the aue 
thority to promulgate such 
rales, regulations, terms and 
conditions governing the cone 
duct of its business and shall 
be reasonably necessary to ene 
able it to exercise its rights 
and perform its obligations une 
der the franchise, and to insure 
an uninterrupted service to each 
and all of its customers; proe 
vided, however, thatsuchrules, 
regulations, terms and condie 
tions shall not be in conflict 
with the provisions hereof or 
of the laws of the City of Up. 
land, the State of California, 
or the United States of Amere 
ica, ‘ 

The grantee shall have au- 
thority to trim trees upon and 
overhanging streets, alleys, 
sidewalks and public places of 
the City so as to prevent the 
branches of such trees from 
coming in contact with the wires 
and cables of grantee, all trime 
ming to be done under the sue 
pervision and direction of the 
City and at the expense af 
grantee.’’ 

“6570.3 REGULATION OF 
RATES AND SERVICE. 

(a) The City Council shall 
af all times and from time 
to time during the term of 
any franchise granted here- 
under have the power to and 
shall adopt and enforce, and 
grantee shall conform to, rules 
and regulations of the Council 
governing and establishing rea- 
sonable rules, regulations, and 
standards of performance pere 
taining to the system of gran- 
tee, 

(b) At the time of the grante 
ing of any franchise hereunder, 
the City Council shall estabe 
lish or approve all rates and 
charges allowable to grantee, 
including but not limited to all 
such rates and charges for ine 
Stallation of equipment, serve 
ice charges for all classifie 
cations of service, including 
additional connections at one 
location and any other rates or 
charges of grantee to sube 
scribers; and no such rates or 
charges shall be changed atany 
time after the granting of a 
franchise, except by authority 
of the Council, and upon writ- 
ten request of the grantee; proe 
vided, that prior to authorizing 
the change of any rates or 
charges of grantee to subscribe 
ers, at any time after the grante 
ing of such franchise, the Coune 
cil shall first pass its resolue 
tion of intention to do so, dee 
scribing and stating any rates 
or,charges to be changed, the 
reasons of the Council theree 
for, fixing a day, hour and 
place certain when and where 
any persons having any interest 
therein may appear before the 
Council and be heard and die 
recting the City Clerk to pube 
lish said resolution at least 
once within fifteen (15) days of 
the passage thereof. The City 
Clerk shall cause such reso0e 
lution to be published ina newse 
paper of general circulation 
within the City, and the same 
shall be published and a copy 
thereof shall be mailed to any 
grantee hereunder at least ten 
(10) days prior to the date 
specified for hearing thereon. 
At the time set for such heare 
ing, or at any adjournment 
thereof, the Council shall proe 
ceed to hear and pass on all 
presentations made before it, 
and the decision of the Council 
thereon shall be final and cone 
clusive. If the Council shall 
find that the changing of any 
rates or charges of grantee to 
subscribers will not be detri- 
mental or injurious to the best 
interests and welfare of the sube 
scribers and of the City, then 
the Council may, by resolue 
tion, authorize the change of 
any rates or charges of grantee 
to subscribers as shall be 
deemed reasonable by the Coune 
cil in the premises¢ and such 
resolution shall thereupon bee 
come and shall be a part of any 
franchise granted hereunder 
and affected thereby.” 


“65704 DURATION OF 
FRANCHISE. Any franchise, 
granted by the City Council pure 
suant to this chapter, shall be 
for a term of not less than 10 
(10) years nor more than twene 
ty (20) years following the date 
of acceptance of such franchise 
by the grantee or renewal theree 
of, Any such franchise may be 
terminated prior to its date of 
expiration by the City Council 
in the event that said Council 
shall have found, after thirty 
(30) days’ notice of proposed 
termination and public heare 
ing, that (a) the grantee has 
failed to comply with any proe 
vision of this chapter, or has, 
by act or omission, violatedany 
term or condition of its 
franchise or permit issued une 
der this chapter; or (b) any 
provision of this chapter has 
become invalid or unenforcee 
able and the Council further 
finds that such provision cone 
stitutes a consideration mae 
terial to the grant of said frane 
chise; or (c) the City acquires 
the CATV property of grantee.”” 

6570.5 FRANCHISE PAYe

(a) ASCEPTANCE FEE, The 
grantee of any franchise grant- 
ed pursuant to this chapter 
shall pay to the City upon ace 
ceptance of such franchise afee 
certain in an amount to be dee 
termined or approval by the 
City Council which in the case 
of bid shall be that amount af- 
fered in the successful bid. 

(ob) ANNUAL Be penny ooo 

EE. The grantee of any 
sabe under this chapter shall 
pay anmually to the city dure 
ing the life of such franchise 
a fixed percentage of the gross 


receipts of the grantee derived 
from subscribers within the 
City. Such percentage shall be 
at least * and shall be ese 
tablished by the City Council 
for the life of the franchise 
by specifying such percentage 
in the ordinance granting the 
franchise. 

The grantee shall file with 
the City, within thirty (30) days 
after the expiration of any cale 
endar year dGuging which such 
franchise is in force, a finane 
cial statement prepared by a 
certified public accountant 
showing in detail the gross ane 
nual receipts, as defined here- 
in, of grantee, its successors 
and assigns, during the pre- 
ceding calendar year. It shall 
be the duty of grantee to pay 
to the City, within ten (10) 
days after the time for filing 
such statement, any unpaid bale 
ance for the calendar year cove 
ered by such statement, 

In the event that the above 
payment is not received by 
the City within the specified 
time, grantee shall pay to the 
City a penalty of two percent 
(2%) per month on the unpaid 
balance in addition thereto, 

In any year or portion there- 
of commencing at the conclue 
Sion of the first year thatserve 
ice is provided during which 
payments to grantee for instal- 
lation and service amount to 
less than Fifteen Hundred Dole 
lars ($1500) per month, grantee 
shall pay to the City a minimum 
amount of Twenty-five Dollars 
($25) per month. 

The right is reserved to the 
City of audit and recomputation 
of any and all amounts paid 
under this chapter, and no ace 
ceptance of any payment shall 
be construed as a release or 
as an accord and satisfaction of 
any claim the City may have 
for futher or additional sums 
payable under this chapter or 
for the performance of any ob- 
ligation thereunder. 


In the event of any holding 
over after expiration or other 
termination of said franchise, 
without the consent of the City, 
the grantee shall pay to the 
City damages of not less than 
twenty percent (20%) of its gross 
profits during said period,”’ 


“6570.6 LIMITATIONS OF 
FRANCHISE, 

(a) No privilege or exempe 
tion shall be granted or cone 
ferred by @ franchise grante 
ed pursuant to this chapter 
except those specifically pre- 
scribed herein. 

(b) The grantee is subject to 
all requirements of the ordinan- 
ces, rules, regulations, fees and 
specifications of the City heree 
tofore or hereafter enacted or 
established, including, but not 
limited to, those concerning 
street work, streetexcavation, 
use, removal, and relocation of 
property within a street, and 
other street work.

streets or thoroughfares, and

c) Steep hillsides - 40 feet.

4) Boundary Line Streets and 

Half-Streets: 
Boundary line streets and half- 
streets will be permitted only

Association has recommended 
reasonable tuition be charged at 
the University of California and 
the state colleges and that the 
junior colleges be taken off pro. 
perty tax support and placed on 
full state support, 


Removal of the junior cole 
leges from property tax was 
favored since tuition at the 


university and state colleges 
will foree more students into 
doing lower division work at ju. 
nior colleges, Without the 
change, the property owner 
would find himself with addi. 
tional burdens lnstead of fewer, 

To achieve greater efficlenc) 
and economy, Cal«Taxalso ree 
commended that adult education 
classes be removed from the 
college system and put in high 
schools where the cast ts less, 

A change also Was recom. 
mended tn the Education Code so 
out of state students cannot 
qualify for resident fees after 
one year at the university or 
state colloges, 

The tuition fees should be ree 
lated to actual costs of instruc. 
tion with a ratio maintained be- 
tween non resident and resident 
fees at all levels and adequate 
scholarship and subsistence ale 
lowance programs should be 
provided so no qualified stu.
